THE GEORGIA ANTI-TRUST LAW 
THAT HAS PROVED EFFECTIVE. 


FULL TEXT OF THE CALVIN LAW. 


A Model] for State Laws That Will 
Remedy the Defects of Feder- 
al Legislation. 


An anti-trust law that the trusts feel 
themselves compelled to obey is some- 
thing the people had begun to despair of 
eeeing enacted. Yet such a law exists. It is 
the Calvin anti-trust law of Georgia, which 
Was passed unanimously by the Georgia 
Legislature at its recent session, the vote 
standing in the House 104 to 0, and in the 
Senate 31 to 0. 

A copy of the law has been furnished 
the Post-Dispatch by Hon. Martin V. Cal- 
vin, the member of the Georgia Legislature 
who drew it up. In calling attention to the 
new law Mr. Calvin says: 

“Note the fact that the law has one 
object in view—the preservation of compe- 
tition in trade. This thought permeates the 
law from title to repealing clause. 

“The law commands persons as well as 
corporations. It will reach parties to for- 
bidden contracts who reside in the State, 
through State courts; foreign trusts or per- 
pons can be reached through Federal courts, 
under the national anti-trust act. 

“It is through State legislation on this 
subject that these trusts can be defeated. 
They put down prices for the purpose of de. 
stroying their competitors. This accom- 
plished, they advance prices. 

“The Arbuckle Bros. Coffee Co., the Helm 
Snuff Co, the R. J. R. Tobacco Co. and the 
American Tobacco Co, have, since the enact- 
ment of this: law, declared their contracts 
off, and are permitting their customers to 
sel] at what prices they please, and to whom 
they choose, This reverses absolutely their 
rule.’’ 

The law is given in full below. It will 
be noticed that it contains adequate penal- 
ties, providing for the forfe ture of charter 
in case of a corporation doing business in 

‘the State, prohibiting any fore'gn corpora- 
tion from entering the State to do business 
if it refuses to obey th's law, and punishing 
with a fine of not less than $100 or more 
than $5,000 and by imprisonment in the peni- 
®fentiary for from one to ten years, any 
person convicted under the law. 

It will also be noticed that the law is 
aimed at combinations or agreements that 
tend to reduce, as well as control or ud- 
Vance prices in the Svate. Ths, while ap- 
parently against the interests «f the con- 
sumer, is really necessary to protect the 
public, as it is well understood that trus‘s 
only reduce prices to destroy competitors, 
afterwards putting the prices up again 
higher thanever. This provision of the law 
is calculated *o insure free competition, as 
it protects the small dealer. His greatest 
dread is the putting «own 
monster competitors, wh>5 > all the 
yrofit out of *he business for him, forcing 

im to the wall. 

It is to be observed, moreover, that the 
Calvin law does not Wohibit the reduction 
of price on any commodity by those who 
produce or own such commodity. What it 
prohibits is ‘fall arrangements, contracts, 
agreements, trusts or combinations be- 
tween persons or corporations, designed or 
which tend to advance, reduce, or control 
the price or the cost to the producer or the 
consumer of any such product or article.”’ 

This is an important point. Under this 
law any man who produces or manufac- 
tures a commodity that costs a dollar can 
sell it for a cent if he chooses to do so. 
And any man who chooses to do.so may 
purchase a commodity for $ and sell it 
for 5 cents, if he wants to pocket the loss. 
But, if he is engaged in the production or 
manufacture of any commodity, which is 
also produced or manufactured by other 

ersons or corporations, he cannot enter 
nto any agreement or contract or com- 
bination with those other producers and 
manufacturers to reduce the price, without 
incurring the penalties of the law. 

All who are acquainted with business af- 
fairs know that the community never suf- 
ders and never will suffer by the desire of 
any man or company producing or manu- 
facturing an article to reduce. the 
price to a point below cost. It is 
agreements, or contracts, or com bi- 
nations to reduce prices for the pur- 

se of “freezing out’’ competitors or com- 

ling them to join tthe trust or combine 
hat the people suffer from, and that should 
be prevented by law. It is prevented by the 
Calvin anti-trust law. 

In view of the fact that this law has al- 
ready compelled the trusts doing business 
in Georgia to come down to ordinary busi- 
ness methods, doing business by the good old 
rule of “live and let live,”’ instead of ‘“‘the 
big fish eat the little ones,”’ it will furnish 
@ good model dor other State Legislatures 
to base haws upon, § It is undoubtedly true, 
as Mr. Calvin says, that trusts can be 
Teached best under State laws. 

The Calvin anti-trust law reads in full as 
follows: 


THB CALVIN ANTI-TRUST LAW. 
An act to declare unlawful and void 
all arrangements, contracts, agreements, 
trusts or combinations made with a view 
to lessen, or which tend to lessen, free 
competition in the importation or sale 
of articles imported into this State: or 
in the manufacture or sale of articles of 
domestic growth or of domestic raw ma- 
terial; to declare unlawful and void all 
arrangements, contracts, agreements, 
trusts or combinations between persons 
or corporations designed, or which tend 
to advance, reduce or control the price 
of such product or article to producer 
or consumer of any such product or 
article; to provide for forfeiture of the 
charter and franchise of any corpora- 
tion, organized under the laws of this 
tate, violating any of the provisions of 
this act; te prohibit every foreign cor- 
ration, violating any of the provis- 
ons of this act, from doing business in 
Is State; to require the Attorney-Gen-

It is herehy made 
the duty of the Attorney General of this 
State to enforce this provision by due 
process of law. 

Sec, III. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any violation 
of the provisions of this act shall be 
deemed, and is hereby declared to be de- 
structive of full and free competition 
and a conspiracy against trade, and any 
person or.persons who may engage in 
any such consptracy, or who shall, as 
principal, manager, director Or agent, or 
in any other capacity, knowingly carry 
out any of,the stipulations, purposes, 
prices, rates or orders made in further- 
ance of such conspiracy, shall, on con- 
viction, be punished by a fine of not less 
than one hundred dollars or more shan 
five thousand dollars and by imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary not less than 
one year or more than ten years; or, in 
the judgment of the court, by either 
such fine or imprisonment. 

Sec. 1V. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the provisions 
ef this act shail not apply to agricult- 
ural products or live stock while in the 
possession of the producer or raiser. 

Sec, V. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That any person or 
persons or corporation that may be in- 
jured or damaged by any such arrange- 
ment, contract, agreement, trust or com- 
bination, described in Sec. I of this act, 
may sue for and recover, in any court of 
competent jurisdiction !n this State, cof 
any person, persons or corporation oper- 
ating such trust or combination, the full 
consideration or sum paid by him or 
them for any goods, wares, merchandise 
or articles the sale of which is controlled 
by such combination or trust. 

Sec, VI. Be it further.enacted by ithe 
authority aforesaid, That it shall be the 
duty of the Judges of the Superior Courts 
of this State specially to instruct grand- 
juries as to the provisions of this act. 

Sec. VII. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act be, and the same are, 
hereby repealed.

IDA SCHELL COULDN’T STAND A 
BRUTAL STEPFATHER. 


TOLD HER SHE MUST WORK. 


As She Was Sick and Couldn’t Obey 
Him, She Decided to Die 
Instead. 


Ida Schell, 18 years old, was told by her 
Stepfather at 7 o'clock Saturday morning 
that he did not care to harbor girls at his 
house, 36446 Kosciusko street, who were sick 
and unable to work. 

A half hour later Ida Schell was found 
writhing in agony on *he back porch, She 
had swallowed 10 cents worth of paris green, 

Last summer the girl's father, John Schell, 
and her mother quarreled and a week 
later they were Givorced. Seven days laicr 
Mrs. Schell married John Simpson, a la- 
borer, who worked on the streets when he 
had to. 

Ida has one sister and four brothers. The 
brothers are all working and caring for 
themselves. The sister is living with her 
mother and Simpson. 

Simpson had béen married to Mrs. Schell 
only two monvhs when he came home drunk 
and drove her and the children out of the 
house, at least that is what Ida says, 

A little over twe months ago, Ida says, 
she contracted pneumonia and was unable 
to work and her father drove her out of the 
house. She went to the house of one of her 
brothers where she remained until she got 
well. Then at the solicitation of her step- 
father she went home. The stepfather stipu- 
lated that she must be able to work betore 
returning. 

ida has been working at making pants 
for the large manufacturers. She would 
get a certain amount of work each morning 
and then take it home,where she would com- 
plete it and return it next morning. ; 

She made $3 or $4 each week, but a week 
ago she got sick and went to bed. 

After two days her mother brought in a 


doctor and three days hater she was well | 


enough ‘o leave her bed. She was still 
weak. Her mother advised her to rest 
a few days. 

Saturday was pay-day in the Simpson 
home, and the stepfather became angry 
when he found that he would not receive 
the money usually earned by Ida. He 
went \o the girl's bedside and told her that 
she must be at work Monday or leave the 
house, as he did not want anybody around 
his house who could not work and bring in 
money. 

Simpson has not worked for six weeks. 

Ida got up after her_stepfather had gone 
and asked her mother for 10 cents with 
which to buy medicine. After getting the 
money she went to Clausen’s drug store at 
Marine avenue and Broadway, where she 
got 10 cents worth of paris green. She 
told the clerk she wanted to kill rats. 

The girl went into the Kitchen and put the 
poison in a cup. She half filled the cup 
with water and, after stirring the potion, 
drank % 

She walked out on the porch at the side 
of tne kitchen and sat down. 

In a few minutes she began,.to vomit and 
then fearful cramps attacked her stomach. 
She feil to the floor, and there her mother 
found her. 

An ambulance was called and Ida was 
taken to the South Side Dispensary. After 
the stomach pump had been applied she 
Was sent to the City Hospital. 

A reporter called at the Kosciusko street 
house and was told by the stepfather that 
it was none of his business whether Ida 
Schell took poison or not. 

In the house next door lives John Schell, 
the father of Ida, and the divorced hus- 
band of Mrs. Simpson. Schell had not 
heard about his daughter taking polson, 
but he said she had often threaten to do

“IT do not believe this Government should 
interfere between Spain and Cuba. I do not 
believe this Government should attempt e‘th- 
er to settle the war or to take any steps 
putting upon us the burden cé determining 
the nature of rule in Cuba in case the Cu- 
bans win. I understand the Spani‘h Gov- 
ernment is. preparing &n extensive’ pro- 
gramme of reforms, to be aplied both in 
Spain and Cuba. This programme will grant 
the Cubans autonomy, and will, in my 
judement, end the rebellion. I certainly 
look for a peaceable solution of the diffi- 
culty.’’ 

The Senator’s course on the Cameron res- 
olution will reflect accurattely the views of 
the President-elect, who evidently does not 
care to have it pessed. This does not mean 
any lack of sympathy with the Cubans in 
their struggle for liberty, but is an indica- 
tion that recognition of independence at 
present is not considered the best course 
for the Unitted States to take.

The Cuban May Forfeit His $5,000 
Bond and Steal Out of the 
Country. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—The Herald this 
morning says: Gen. Carlos Roloff, Secretary 
of war for the insurgent Cuban provisional] 
Government, has just completed the organ- 
ization of one of the largest military ex- 
peditions ever prepared in this country for 
the aid of the revolutionists. The disclosures 
of Roloff’s plan led to his arrest again. 

Senor Baldana, the Spanish Consul General 
in this city, was notified a week ago that 
Roloff was organizing his expedition. Great 
efforts were made to secure some evidence 
that would prove that Roloff intended to 
leave the country, but such evidence could 
not be procured. It was learned that the 
Cubans had purchased a larger amount Sf 
arms and munitions of war within the last 
three weeks than ever before in the his- 
tory of Cuban warfare, but nothing further 
could be discovered by the Spanish officiais 
concerning this war material, except that 
it was intended for the insurgent army. 


Roloff was under $2,590 bail to appear for 


trial on-a charge of participation in 
Laurada filibustering expedition. He 
furnished $2,5 in. cash, which the Govern- 
ment held. The case against Roloff, 
ever. would not be tried until the middle 
of March. 

As the contemplated expedit‘on was to s7i1l 
from this country in about ten days, Consul- 
Genera! Baldana secured a warrant for the 
arrest of Roloff, in the case of the Wood- 
hall, which sailed on a filibusetering exne- 
dition from the United States in June, 1895.

Louis Belt Railroad, which owns and oper-

Bernard, former president of the Ohio and 
er sey road, was appointed receiver, 
and qualified under a $25,000 bond. 

The receivership grows out cé the col- 
lapse of a gigantic scheme designed to con- 
trol the freight traffic from the Past across 
the Mississippi River into St. Louis.

A bridge 
was bullt across the river at Alton at a cost 
of $1,200,000, but the belt road never got 
further than paper. The company is now 
totally irsolvent, and has defaulted on its 
bonded interest. The receivership was se- 
cured in the hope of straightening matters 
out and effecting a reorganization.

In another column. of to-day’s Post- 
Dispatch will be found the full text of the 
anti-trust law recently passed unani- 
mously by the Georgia Legislature, and 
known 4s the Calvin Anti-Trust law. It 
was drawn by Hon. Martin V. Calvin of 
the Georgia Legislature, and, unlike anti- 
trust-laws hitherto passed, hag proved 
effective in curbing the Trusts. 

In the article containing the law will 
be found some interesting observations 
from Mr. Calvin’s letter to the editor of 
the Post-Dispatch in which he forwarded 
the copy of the law. Mr. Calvin calls 
attentiom to the fact that the law, from 
first to last, aims to keep alive free com- 
petition, which has so often been extolled 
as “the life of trade.” A large number. 
of Populists and some Democrats are be- 
ginning to excuse the trust because of 
its methods of organization, claiming that 
it is a step in the right direction, as it 
prevents some of the waste due to free 
competition. Thig view is not shared by 
the hundreds of small business enter- 
prises and the thousands of men they 
employ, who find themselves forced into 
bankruptcy and loss of employment by 
the power of the Trusts, and who, under 
this law, can again engage in business 
with hope of success, 

As it is evident that the Trusts can 
best be reached and controlled under 
State legislation, members of State Legis- 
latures and other public officials will do 
well to study carefully this Calvin Anti- 
Trust law and its workings. If it proves 
effective in one State, there is no reason 
why it should not do so in all. 


THE INDIANAPOLIS SPLIT. 


The only real difference between the 

business men and the Congressmen in 
the Monetary Conference at Indianapolis 
was as to the line on which the endless 
chain shall run, 
’ Congressman Walker of Massachusetts, 
Chairman of the House Finance Commit- 
tee, opposes the cancellation of the green- 
backs. He meets the argument that so 
long as they are outstanding they will 
create a continuing and interminable de- 
mand for redemption out of the Treasury 
gold reserve by proposing that the de- 
mand shall be shifted from the Treasury 
to the banks with gold reserves. The 
business -men propose to stop the de- 
mand by destroying the Government 
notes and issuing bank notes in their 
stead. 

As long as gold is the only basis of all

officials, this charge cannot lie, and he is

The Legislature should respond prompt- 
ly to the Governor’s recommendation for 
two reasons, In the first. place, the rec- 
ommendation is a sound one, and it is 
undoubtedly approved by a vast majority 
of the people. In the second place, it is 
important to embody the recommendation 
in a law as speedily as possible, in order 
that the Governor may not be unduly 
delayed in making his appointments. 

And while the subjectgis up for settle- 
ment, the Legislature would do wisely 
if it went beyond the Governor’s recom- 
mendation and abolished the fee system 
in small cases as well as im large. The 
fee system is doomed wherever it exists. 
It has caused great injustice in the petty 
Courts that settle the differences of the 
poor and friendless. It frequently offers 
a premium on dishonesty and tyranny. 
It is unfair to the*community and unfair 
to the parties immediately concerned, It 
constitutes a perpetual temptation to 
overstep duty and practice fraud. It 
often gives a reward out of proportion to 
the services rendered, and sometimes 
when the payment of the fee means down- 
right robbery. 

It is the people who pay all public ser- 
vants, whether the payment is by salary 
or fees. The fee system is a makeshift sur- 
vival of the past. It cannot continue to 
exist in any well-ordered community,

THE DUNN SCHOOL BILL. 


The bill to reorganize the St. Louis 
School Board offered by Representative 
Dunn of St. Louis would substitute a par- 
tisan Board for the non-partisan one pro- 
vided for in the bill of the Judson Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Dunn calls it a bill to previde for 
a bi-partisan Board. But how a Board 
can be called bi-partisan which under tiie 
act creating it is to contain a majority 
of one party it is difficult to see. Bi- 
partisan means equal partisan division 
ina Board, And it is clearly the purpose 
of the Dunn bill to continue the Repub- 
lican party in control of the School Board, 

Its proposition to pay members of the 
Board a salary of $5,000 per annum each 
is indefensible, not only because it would 
cause an unnecessary expense, but be- 
cause such salaries would make it profit- 
able for politicians to seek, more than 
they now do, to control the nomination of 
Circuit Court Judges, in whom the ap- 
pointing power is to be vested, It is 
against publie policy to make the judici- 
ary a dispenser of large public patronage, 
Judges of courts should be held free from 
such contact with spoils as would lead 
to political combinations. 

The fundamental idea of the Civic Fed- 
eration bill that the School Poard should 
afford an opportunity for citizens of the 
highest standing to render a public ser- 
vice, of a kind that the best equipped 
men should feel an interest in, is sound, 
Either that idea must prevail in the re- 
organization of the Board, or else the 
pay of members must be made so high 
as to be in itself an inducement to very 
able men. A salary of $5,000 per annum 
would not be a sufficient inducement. 
Positions having this salary attached 
would be fought for with desperation by 
third-rate men and professional politi- 
cians. The men who might be willing to 
render unpaid a highly honorable public 
service would be repelled rather than 
persuaded by a salary of $5,000. 

The Post-Dispatch has not the slightest 
doubt that men of higher character and 
abilities could be induced to accept posi- 
tions om the School Board under the Jud- 
son bill than under the Dunn bill. For 
one thing, appointments under the Judson 
bill would not be sought at all by the 
class of political workers and “strikers” 
who would enter into a frantic scramble 
for the places under the Dunn bill.

This threat comes froma few ward bosses,

@bruptly under a new reg-me. However, 
it is hardly probable that any such threat 
will be carried into execution. : Those who 
might attempt any euch thing would run 
against a stone wall. 

Taking it for granted that when the State 
Democratic Committee meets next Thurs- 
day it should decide that a certain pre- 
cinct plan of reorganization of the party in 
the city is to be followed, and that then 
local bosses would organize a revolt and 
refuse to abide by the decision, there might 
be two City Committees coming into con- 
flict with each other and aticmpting to con- 
trol the party management. 

In other ‘words, 
City Committee could refuse to abdicate 
and could dnsist upon remaining at the head 
of the management of party affairs in the 
city. If all the jooil ward bosses and their 
followers should stand as supporters of the 
present City Commiitee some semblance of 
@ strong revolt might be shown., In that 
event there would be another City Commit- 
tee in the field, which would have the «canc- 
tion of the State Democratic Committee, 
and there would be a clash of authority all 
through the spring campa gn. 

Such a possibility as two opposing Qity 
Committees has been discussed among the 

liticians, more as a matter of goss.p, per- 

aps, than in any other light. But a clash 
of that kind has Pxisted in several cities 
and the eame pone ion has been decided in 
tthe courts of this State. 

Refore Chairman Sam BR. Cook left for his 
home, ‘after ‘the meeting of the Sub-comm.t- 
tee of the State Committee Thursday, a 
Post-Dispatch man interviewed him on this 
very topic. Chairman Qook ‘has evidently 

rovided ‘himself with ammunition to meet 
ust such a continwency. 

‘Yes, it is possible that the present Demo- 
cratic City Committee might refuse to step 
down and out,’ said he, ‘‘but in that evant 
the State Democratic Committee would be 
compelled to ignore it altogether and recog- 
nize a new city committee that is placed in 
power in accordance with the new plan of 
reorganization that will be adopted. There 
would be a clash of authority between two 
city committees, and, of course, the present 
City Committee might cause a great deal 
of trouble. The old committee might wina 
few ‘points in the spring campaign, but its 
life would come to a speedy end. The first 
time a conflict came over the nominees of

While we do not 
encourage them, believing that the- full 
course will better fit them for the test and 
practice, we do not oppose them in any 
manner. We leave that to their judgment 
of their own qualifications. 

‘““As to my speaking to the Board in ref- 
erence to the inadvisability of allowing 
juniors to pass, thatis not so. I, and Iam 
sure the teachers, never thought of such a 
thing. I did tell the seniors that a special 
examination would be held the last of 
March and it woulf* probably be wise to

ENDING HER DAYS 
ALONE IN WANT 


MINNIE VOGTELBERG’S LIFE WAS 
HALF SUNSHINE AND SHADOW. 


SHE ONCE ENJOYED LUXURY. 


Aged, Friendless, Too Worn for Work, 
She Foresees Eviction and Starva- 
tion, and Then Death. 


In a dingy little second-story room in the 
rear, at 1326 North Fifteenth street, Minnie 
Vogtelberg has lived obscurely for the last 
three years. She is 63 years old, has never 
been married, and lives alone. 

S.:¢ has no living relatives in this ceuntry 
and ho money. For several years she has 
earned a scant subsistence plying her needle. 
Lately she has been unable to get sewing to 
do, and has been without a means of sup- 
port, Starvation now stares her in the 
face. 

In a corner of her little room is an old- 
fashioned Single bedstead, with a hard mat- 
tre-s on it. One quilt and some old clothes 
serve for cover. A dilapidated trunk, some 
worthless trinkets, a burnt-out cook stove, 
a chair and table, with a few dishes, com- 
plete the old lady’s list of posessions. 

Her present supply of food consists of a 
handful of parched coffee, an ounce of 
green tea and a bucket of milk. 

Tuesday evening she burnt her last fuel. 
Wednesday and Thursday she shivered in 
‘the cold without a fire to warm by. Friday 
morning a neighbor gave her a few buckets 
of coal. 

Her rent ts $3 a month. Heretofore she 
has been able to save enough from her 
earnings to meet it. It was due Friday and 
She hadn’t a cent. Her last dress is in rags. 

These are the circumstances under which 
a woman once wealthy is spending the last 
days of her life. 

In August, 1833, Minnie Vogtelberg was 
born in Runderoth, a little German village 
on the Rhime. Her parents were wealthy. 
She went to college and studied the En- 
glish language. 

When her mother died shedeft school to 
keep house for her father and brothers, 
She was 20 years old. Her father’s health 
began ‘to fail, and, hearing of the stimulat- 
ing climate of the United States, he wanted 
to come to this country. He gradually 
grew worse and a year later, with his 
daughter and son Charles, bid farewell fo 
Germany and started for America. 

They settled in St. Charles, Mo. The 
young man opened a jewelry store. For a 
short time the change helped the old man, 
but soon his constitution began to weaken 
and after living here two vears he died. 

The son was doing well and remained 
in St. Charles. He and his sister stayed 
there eighteen years longer. Then he sold 
the store and they decided to visit their

Councilmen Want It Put Before the 
People for Decision With the 
Charter Amendments, 


In Mayor Walbridge’s annual message to 
the Municipal Assembly he suggested the 
passage of a civil service bill. The bill 
will be introduced. It is doubtful, though, 
if-it will pass. Most of the Councilmen 
are either opposed to it or indifferent. 

The bill will be introduced by Mr, Keyes. 
“I am glad the Mayor made the recom- 
mendation,” he said. “Civil service reform 
in city offices is a pet hobby of mine. I 
have been thinking for a long time of pre- 
paring a bill along that line. <As soon as I 
can get time I shall do so. It is of the 
greatest importance that the Mayor should 
be freed from the necessity of giving per- 
sonal attention to minbr appointments. His 
time is frittéred away on trifling things 
and weightier matters necessarily suffer.’ 

The civil service proposition was brought 
to the front by a committee of the Cammer- 
cial Club, composed of Messrs. James O, 
Broadhead, Henry Hitchcock and John W. 
Turner. They appeared before the Charter 
Revis'on Commission and submitted an 
amendment. In a modified form it will be 
recommended for submission to the people. 

A copy of the amendment was sent to 
the Assembly by the Mayor with his mes- 
sage. He commended the plan. He urged 
the wisdom of putting it into immediate 
effect by ordinance, giving the people a 
chance to observe its workings before being 
called on to vote for or against it. 

The plan contemplates a commission of 
three, which will prepare a classification 
of all offices except those which the or- 
ganic law says must be filled by the Mayor. 
Applicants for admission will undergo a 
competitive examination. A register of the 
persons shown to be’eligible for appoint- 
ment will be prepared. When a vacancy 
occurs the head of the department willbe 
furnished the names of three competent 
applicants. From these he must select. 
Heads of departments are not restrained 
from discharging employes for cause. 

The Mayor has absolute power to appoint 
and remove the commissicners. No officer 
appointed by the commission can be re- 
moved by the Mayor or Assembly.

Two months later Vogtelberg died. They 
had spent money freely and after the funer- 
al expenses were paid only one-third of the 
$1,500 was *eft. 

Barth had agreed to pay the interest quar- 
terly. He made the first two payments 
promptly and after that never paid any- 
thing. Miss Vogtelberg gave a lawyer $50 
to bring suit-against him and get a judg- 
Ment. After she got the judgment she 
found it was of no value, as Barth had 
spent the money and had nothing to attach. 
She left her home on Montgomery street 
and moved into humbler quarters on Cair 
street. She spent all her money and then 
began pawning anything she had thay was 
salable. Piece by piece she earried nearly 
every article in her possession to the pawn- 
shop. Then she commenced sewing for a 
living and moved from place to piace. l nree 
years ago she moved into the room she now 
ccupies. 

. Wiiile her brother was in the jewelry busi- 
mess in St. Charles, he made her a present 
of ‘a fine gold watch. Through all her years 
of bitterness she clung to “nis watch, de- 
termined never to part with it. t was the 
only thing she had of any vaiue that she 
never pawned, fearing if she did that she 
could not redeem i One day last summer 
she left ft in her room and went out fora 
walk. ‘When she returned it had been stolen, 
Situated as she is she cannot live much 
longer. Bent with age and cramp d by 
poverty and hunger, her existence is almost 
a burden *o her. Unless charity !s extended 
to her she will scarcely last through the 
Wrriday afternoon a lady living in her 
neighborhood reported the matter at the 
Fourth District Police Stason.

GETS ALL THE NEWS FIRST. 


A Cousin of Rev. D. S. Phelan Tells of 
Lives in a Peculiar Far- 
Away Community. 


Rev. D. W. Phalen of Canso, Guysbor- 
ough County, Nova Scotia, is in the city 
visiting Rev. D. S. Phelan, editor of the 
Western Watchman. They spell their 
names differently, but they are double first 
cousins, The father of the Canadian 
clergyman changed the spelling in order to 
preserve the Irish and English pronuncia- 
tion of the name. 

Canso is a small fishing village at the ex- 
treme eastern point of the mainiand of 
Canada. t is far from the maddening 
crowd and the great centers of civilization, 
and yet it feels the pulse of the world, for 
Canso is the western end of the great At- 
lantic cables. 

Ir. Phalen talking of Canso said: “It 
has about 1,500 inhabitants, most of whom 
are fishermen. About eighty men are em- 
ployed in the cable offices, and they and 
their families form a highly intellectual 
community. 

‘‘Canso is 100 miles from Halifax, the near- 
est large city. In traveling from Canso we 
have to go by boat either to Halifax or to 
Mulgrave, thirty miles away, to get a train. 

“The Western Union Telegraph Co. and 
the Commercial Cable Co. have stations at 
Canso. The Western Union has a lease from 
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Trying Moment on the Dignity of the 
B. P. L

We get the 
Halifax newspapers the day after they are 
published. We have books and plenty cf 
current literature and do not feel exiled in 
the least. 

“The men emploved in the cable stations 
‘are cosmopolitan. They have served cable 
companies in Europe, Africa, Asia and 
South America. They are well read and 
have a knowledge of many languages, They 
are principally Pngl.shmen and Scotchmen 
and they make voyages to their old homes 
during their annual vacations. 

“The Commercial Cable Co.’s station is 
a town in itself. It is located just out- 
side of Canso, and is called Hazel Hill. 
It has parks, tennis grounds, a library and 
homes for the employes, built by the com- 
pany. The Commercial company uses the 
Canada Pacific Telegraph Co.’s lines, and 
soinetimes there is a through wire from 
Hazel Hill to San Francisco. 

“Just now the operators are growing tired 
of the amount of Spanish stuff that they 
have to forward. They send to Madrid all 
of Weyler’s reports, and oftentimes have 
repeated back from ‘the other side such of 
the reports as the Spanish Government 
chooses to give out. 

“You may think that newspaper business 
monopol'zes the cables, ‘but the cable men 
tell me it is only a drop in the bucket. Com- 
mercial business is the heaviest. 

“The flash system is no longer used for 
receiving matter from the cable.

being known by the distance of the mark 
above or below a horizontal line on the tape. 
This system has been in use for about three 
years,
